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IMMIGRANTS 


H^HERE is a tremendous steam -of enthusiasm 
^ for a broadened policy of immigration for Can¬ 
ada, but if the best interests of the Dominion are to 
be served, there should be strict and vigilant empha¬ 
sis on selection. Experience over the past forty 
years should furnish the best possible guide in re¬ 
spect to selection. It may be impossible, or at any 
rate undesirable, to lay down arbitrary racial rules, 
but undoubtedly certain nationalities adapt them¬ 
selves more easily and eagerly than others. In the 
course of ten or fifteen years they are real Canadians 
and can be counted upon for allegiance under any 
test. With others it takes two generations or more. 

One of the first experiments in organized immigra¬ 
tion was undertaken about 126 years ago for settle¬ 
ment along the St. Lawrence. At that time one of 
the most rigid provisions was age. Only those young 
adaptable and hardy were permitted to migrate to 
the wilds of Upper Canada. This seems a very im¬ 
portant consideration in admitting immigrants, and 
together with this should go strict regulations in re¬ 
spect to health. It is no kindness in the long run to 
admit those whose physique will not stand up to this 
rigorous climate. 

Western Canada should be interested and alert to 


any developments in respect to immigration. Hon. J. 
G. Gardiner recently suggested that Canada should 
be prepared to accept more than 12 million newcom¬ 
ers, and that the great majority of these would set¬ 
tle west of.the Gre%t Lakes. 

The advocates of a large flow of immigrants do 
siem to share the view that they will be settled 
mainly in Western Canada. If that is the intention 
then western Canadian people, through their rep re 
sentatives, should play a rnajffr part in any immi¬ 
gration policy. They should make known emphati¬ 
cally what .types, skills and numbers can be most 
readily absorbed, and shou'.d state their views on 
any kind of block settlement or the admission of 
special sects calling for exemptions from full Cana- 
uian citizenship. The leaders of the western provin¬ 
ces should be consulted, because after all the re¬ 
sponsibility for educating and Canadianizing these 
newcomers would devolve primarily on the people 
of the west. 

One forward step was taken when the government 
admitted European relatives of Canadian citizens on 
the understanding that the families would take care 
of them. A second move was admission of 400o 
I'oles for farm labor, but apparently there was some 
laxity in medical inspection because the health of 
some of these Poles was not good. A third proposal 
recently announced would admit the widowed daugh¬ 
ter or sister of a legal resident of Canada if she can 
be cared for by her Canadian relatives; an agricul¬ 
turist whose relatives in Canada can establish him 
on a farm; a farm laborer assured of employment; 
a miner, lumberer or logger assured of employment. 

Canada has space, services and facilities that could 
serve a greatly increased population, it is in posi¬ 
tion to select the cream of prospective immigrants 
from many European countries. Compassion may 
suggest a wide open door for the homeless and shat¬ 
tered people of Europe. But comrqonsense urges dis¬ 
crimination. Many of these people are not fit either 
physically or mentally to care for themselves or ad¬ 
just themselves to rigorous Canadian life. It would 
be no service to humanity to transplant them to a 
new land, and would be a liability that the country 
has no right to incur. 


Freight Raise 
Hearing Is On 

The Board of Transport Com¬ 
missioners at Ottawa has opened 
hearing on the application of rail¬ 
ways for increased freight rates. 
Twenty-three railways are seeking 
a 30% raise on freight. This will 
affect the price of everything in 
use in Canada. 

The amount at stake is 85 mil¬ 
lion dollars, which would go main¬ 
ly to the CJ.R. and C.N.R. Highet 
wages is one reason given for the 
call for higher rates. 

A battery of legal talent is 
ranged on either side. It is one 
contention that any increase should 
not be imposed on a horizontal 
basis because of long hauls be¬ 
tween remote provinces and the 
central Canadian areas where in¬ 
dustries are central. It is argued 
that the load ■ should be spreat? 
across Canada more evenly, so that 
no one area would suffer unduly. 
The Maritimes and British Colum¬ 
bia are leaders in this claim, but 
railways oppose this view. 

Another bit of information so 
far unobtained is the area of Can¬ 
ada which would get the bulk oi 
the wage increase. In what part of 
Canada would there be biggest re 
turn for the increase imposed on 
all Canadians. 

The hearing is expected to con¬ 
tinue for some weeks. 



For 2700 Years 

The Royal commission on coal in 
Canada announced that there will 
be plenty for the next 2700 years.

it was the Soviet deputy who 
objected to Canada having a 
greater voice in the peace terms 
with Germany and Austria, but, 
because he did not want to put it 
in writing, the objection was con¬ 
veyed -to the Canadian High 
Commissioner orally. The Amer¬ 
ican spokesman for the Big Four 
deputies set forth thkt they would 
be glad to have Canada’s sub¬ 
mission but could not promise to 
hear any amplification. That 
seems final and suggests* a de¬ 
sign to prevent our Prime Minis¬ 
ter clarifying the written sub¬ 
mission. He can foil them how¬ 
ever and accomplish his purpose 
by telling Canadian electors what 
he would have said had he been 
allowed.

It was surprising to have all. 
— the party leaders at Ottawa 
agree to a government statement 
they must have known to be un¬ 
true, viz. that Canada’s part in 
the war was an all-out affair and 
not partial participation. At the 
beginning Mr. Gardiner (Rt. 
Hon. row) said some were for 
all-out participation, some for 
none at all, but that the govern¬ 
ment had taken a middle of the 
road course. Hon. Mr. Coldwell 
and his party condemned even 
that degree of participation and 
declared that Canada’s part 
should be confined to producing 
and selling supplies to the com¬ 
batant allies.

In line with this partial parti¬ 
cipation and limited liability pro¬ 
gramme, Canadian soldiers were 
maintained for. three years as a 
defensive force in training to be 
the spearhead aimed directly at 
1 the heart of Germany, as our 
commander-in-chief put it.

Dur¬ 
ing nearly two of those years 
while Canadian soldiers were un¬ 
der arms to fight the enemy his 
country was under contract to 
feed him, and the fidelity with 
which that contract was carrieo 
out was attested by' no less an 
authority than Hitler, the party 
of the second part. 

A correspondent to a financial 
paper who disclaims being in the 
higher brackets says he would be 
a fool to seek an increase in sal¬ 
ary, .because it would all go to 
the government. It would be 
more appropriate if he said he 
would be an incomepoop. 

A Soviet organ, resenting the 
charge that smaller countries 
within the Russian sphere are 
slavish satellites, declares thav 
on the contrary they are happy 
and contented under Russian pro¬ 
tection. Perhaps they are exer¬ 
cising the philosophy of the ne¬ 
gro who explained his cheerful 
disposition by saying that he al¬ 
ways endeavored to co-operate 
with the inevitable. 

The man who discovered that 
he had a large deposit in the 
bank which was carrying his ev¬ 
en larger overdraft admitted it 
was pure carelessness on his 
part. He was not boasting abou^ 
it as governments do when they- 


they show a surplus over estiim 
ated expenditures. 

Some years ago the Prime 
Minister told a meeting of his 
supporters that in selecting his 
colleagues he insisted upon loyal¬ 
ty to himself as one of their 
chief qualifications. ^He is now 
showing a tendency to resent and 
revenge any weakening of that 
fidelity. In recommending col¬ 
leagues for the honor of being 
Privy Councillors he. first named 
Usley and St. Laurent. There 
were murmers of discontent, so 
he added two more—Gardiner 
and Mackenzie. There was no 
such honor for Ralston, Power 
and Macdonald, who during the 
war had been civilian heads of 
the army, air and naval forces. 

He has not forgiven their atti¬ 
tude toward him during the con¬ 
scription crisis and they have not 
forgotten his conduct then. Mr. 
Macdonald is resisting him in his 
plan for individual tax agree¬ 
ments with the provinces and 
Mr. Power attacks his govern¬ 
ment in a magazine article but, 
pursuant to loyalty expected of 
him, not the “top leadership.” Mr. 
Cardin who quarreled with him 
died unrepentant . and the man 
who won h s riding was his law- 
partner running as a Cardin, not 
a King candidate.

Taxes 

(Brooks Bulletin) 

There is unanimity on at least 
one subject and that is the desir¬ 
ability of taking a slice off the 
taxes on income. Canadians have 
been heavily oppressed by taxa¬ 
tion or. income for several years. 
During the war there was little 
complaint. But the public is now- 
getting weary of the never-end¬ 
ing impositions. The camel’s back 
is beginning to bend a little and 
it looks as though it was time 
some of the “straws” were re¬ 
moved. 

Let no one dream, however, 
that the great burden of Cana¬ 
dian taxation can be materially- 
reduced. The enormous cost of 
tfie war has still to be met and 
there will be heavy taxes for 
years and probably generations 
to come. While a Cut in income 
taxes will be appreciated be¬ 
cause it is easily disce'med. other 
taxes not so easily seen, will con¬ 
tinue in effect. The carefree, hap- 
• py years of light taxation have 
gone in Canada, and probably 
forever. 

From a California paper "In 
Canada there is only one divorce 
in 161 marriages. In United States 
it is now one divorce tn every six 
marriages. Students of the' sub¬ 
ject say the U.S. record will soon 
l e one divorce in every four mar¬ 
riages.

Alberta Likely 
Take Tax Offer 

Premier Mann ng Prepared to 
Accept Latest Dominion Offer 
For Five Year Period if En¬ 
dorsed by Legislature. 

There will be general relief in 
Premier Manning’s announcement 
that he will recommend the accept¬ 
ance of the Dominion’s latest tax 
offer. It will come before legisla¬ 
ture for endorsation when the ses¬ 
sion opens. s 

The agreement will be effective 
for five years and it is stipulatea 
that in the meantime there be a 
reconvening of committees _to pre¬ 
pare a more permanent fiscal a»-.-r 
rangement. 

Under the agreement the feder¬ 
al government pays Alberta a ren¬ 
tal of tax fields, amounting to 
$14,840,000 in 1947.' This amount 
to be paid annually is based on an 
irreducible minimum of $12.75 
per capita. 

Premier Manning said that al¬ 
though the government had been 
criticized far rejecting the early 
proposals, the refusal to be stam¬ 
pede! had been well worth while. 
Under the new formula the prov¬ 
ince was getting two million dol¬ 
lars more than the previous offer. 

The Dominion has sole rights of 
taxation of income, corporation and 
succession duties. It has gone our 
of the gas tax field, leaving this to 
the province. Another major source 
of provincial levenue is liquor tax 
which will be retained. 

Under the new plan Alberta will 
receive from the Dominion govern¬ 
ment more than $9,800,000 above 
what the province could raise by 
imposing provincial tax on persons 
rnd corporations at the maximum 
allowed to non-agreeing provinces. 
It is over seven million more than 
the province could collect by re- 
imposing pre-war rates on income 
ard corporations. 

In light of these considerations 
the government considers it in the 
best interests of Alberta to accept 
the offer says Premier Manning. 

This brings Alberta, British Co¬ 
lumbia, Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and New Brunswick well on the 
road to agreement with the Do¬ 
minion. Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia are likely to follow- 
suit. The two provinces still show¬ 
ing no disposition to conform are 
Ontario and Quebec. 

Main sources of revenue of the 
provincial government include 
roughly 1(1 million to the Treasury 
Dep’t, which includes liquor rev¬ 
enues; 8 million to Provincial Sec¬ 
retary’s department, presunmbh- 
including gas tax and licenses; 3 
million to the Dept, of Lands and 
Mines: I'i million, Attomey-Gen- 
eial’s Dept.; 1H million, Dept, of 
Municipal Affairs, which includes 
returns from Social Service tax.

the best immigrants from the 
world at large,” he declared. 

It is necessary for Canada to be 
a low cost producing country if 
she is to maintain a high level of 
export trade upon which 40 per 
cent of her national income de¬ 
pends, Mr. Duncan pointed out. 

The speaker, who has made 
three visits to-’Europe since 1944, 
found the inflation of currencies on 
t h e continent was one of the most 
serious problems facing those na¬ 
tions. He commended the Canadian 
W artime Prices and Trade Board 
for its part in preventing similar 
inflation here. Canada had done 
a better job in controlling inflation 
than any other nation he had vis¬ 
ited and he hoped % all Canadians 
would co-operate in maintaining 
this record. 

He presented an alarming pic-, 
tine of the grip which the black 
market has on European countries, 
but paid tribute to the progress 
which such countries as Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark and Belgium 
ere making in overcoming disrup¬ 
tion of war. 

Another speaker in Calgary, H. 

R. Stuckey of Montana State Col¬ 
lege, insisted on the importance of 
lbookkeeping on the farm. He said 
by.systematic check farmers in U. 

S. A. had saved themselves great 
amounts of money in legitimate 
tax exemptions. Bookkeeping also 
determines which operations on the 
farm are most profitable. 

Dr. D. R. Sinclair, dean of the 
faculty of agriculture at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, said that next 
September, when the price increase 
in the British bacon contract edmes 
.into full effect, the returns over 
cost of production to Canadian 
swine producers probably would be 
the highest they had ever been 
since a short period of 1926. He 
urged farmers to immediately ex¬ 
pand swine production, in order to 
maintain the British market as 
well as to do a good turn to Bri¬ 
tain. Alberta is fundamentally and 
naturally a pig-producing area, he 
said. --- 

Livestock were an important 
factor in stablizing agriculture, 
l>r. Sinclair pointed out. W’hile he 
v arned that production costs must 
ho kept as low as possible, and 
quality as high as possible, in or¬ 
der to compete on the world mar¬ 
ket, he at the same time expressed 
confidence in the future of the 
livestock industry.

WHEREAS in order to con¬ 
struct and complete the said Sys¬ 
tem it will be necessary to borrow 
the said sum of $75,000.00 on the 
credit of the Town by the issuing

Main Line C.P R 
Running Again 

The worst prairie railway tie-up 
in history was relieved Sunday 
when C.P.R. tracks between Moose 
Jaw and Regina were cleared, and 
after 60 hours of being stalled the 
trains moved again. 72 passengers 
with urgent engagements were ta¬ 
ken off trains and flown to Cal¬ 
gary from Regina on Saturday. 

Snowploughs dug through drifts 
20 feet high and packed so solid 
that a team of horses could be 
driven over them without sinking. 

The storm periods which brought 
this culmination of railway trouble 
were Jan. 12, Jan. 14, Jan. 20, Jan. 
29, Jan. 31, Feb. 2 and the Anal 
storms Feb. 3 to Feb. 8. 

The blocking of the railroad, 
which isolated westbound passen¬ 
ger and freight trains in a tunnel 
of snow was accompanied by ser¬ 
ious shortages to Saskatchewan ci¬ 
ties, towns and rural homes. It was 
predicted that branch lines might 
not be cleared for days or weeks. 
Freighting by sleigh was carried 
on to a great extent as possible, 
but that also involves incredible 
ordeals. The full extent of suf¬ 
ferings and possible loss of stock 
in the south may not be known for 
some time. 

Regina’s major distress was fuel 
shortages with milk and meat run¬ 
ning dangerously short, and many 
business places closed. Power wa* 
cut off in smaller towns, and the 
government air ambulance planes 
had many mercy flights in bringing 
patients to hospital. Drastic meas¬ 
ures were taken all over the south 
to conserve fuel and food. 

Manitoba also suffered to minor 
extent with rural roads Impassable. 

Passengers aboard the trains 
v ere at a standstill for three 
nights. One woman knitted two 
pairs of socks during the long de¬ 
lay. For two nights there were no 
lights on the train. 

There is railway record of IS 
blizzards in southern Saskatche¬ 
wan since Jan. 3 and 64 cancelled 
passenger trains in the Regina di¬ 
vision alone. 

It is said that 30 lives have been 
lost in Western Canada since Janu¬ 
ary 1 because of cold. 

Spring Care of 
Bees Necessary 

Care of bees in the springtime 
is very important for successful 
harvest. The hive entrance should 
be checked to see it Is not clogged. 
On the first day that bees fly free¬ 
ly the colony should 'be examined. 
If food is not plentiful, it should 
be supplemented by a frame of 
honey or sugar syrup. v 

If the queen does not lay freely 
when stores are plentiful she 
-should be replaced at once. Eggs 
deposited evenly in each cell de¬ 
note a good queen. 

Bees wintered in the^eellar may 
bo brought out when the pussy wil¬ 
lows first show pollen. The hive 
should have a windbreak and wrap¬ 
ped with building paper on heavy 
cloth till changeable spring weath¬ 
er is over. Colonies wintering out¬ 
side should be left in the cases till 
weather is really warm. Hive tem¬ 
perature is important for steady 
rearing. If there is not a pool of 
ciean water neae the hive fill a pail 
and cover the surface with wooden 
chips to prevent drowning. 

Anyone start'ng with package 
bees should have them by mid-Ap¬ 
ril and get information from the 
nearest Experimental Farm for 
pioper installation and feeding.
